newspapers yesterday. 
General Villa upon his arrival in 
Juarez from Chihuahua said: 
“We do not want a war with the 
United States or any foreign nation. 
Mexico has troubles of her own and 
Mexico can settle them if it is but 
given a little time. Personally I be­ 
lieve they are on the point of settle­ 
ment now. 
I came to Juarez to meet 
my good American friends, to extend 
o them a hand of friendship and to 
thank them for the great interest 
they have taken in the efforts of the 
constitutionalists to restore peace to 
my unhappy country. 
“ I do not want war and I am sure 
your people do not. We have always 
been good friends, haven’t we? Why, 
shouldn't we continue that way? You 
may rest assured I will do all in my 
power to see that there is no change 
in our relationship.”

Lives in Their Hands 
Since Tuesday, when Vera Cruz 
was taken. Americans have carried 
their lives in their hands in Mexico 
City. 
As the men worked tirelessly 
in the embassy preparing rifles and 
machine guns for action, the brave 
women of the colony constantly en­ 
couraged their husbands. 
There was 
no sign of fear. Mrs. O’Shaughnessy 
was ill from nervousness, but she 
served tea in the embassy to the men 
and women who were preparing to 
defend themselves against an expect­ 
ed attack from the infuriated Mexi­ 
cans.

O Shaughnessy was prostrated upon 
a couch, but showing

Another train was 
due to leave the capital at 7 o’clock 
this morning and many more Ameri­ 
cans may escape from the city. Those 
remaining, however, are dependent 
upon Sir Lionel Carden, the British 
ambassador, for protection. He is 
doing everything possible to protect 
them, and his plan when our party 
left was to distribute the Americans 
to the various embassies. 
Left Wednesday 
It was Wednesday evening when 
the sixty Americans, arriving here 
today, left Mexico City on what was 
really a British refugee train. 
The 
men, women and children left behind 
were hiding in their homes, trusting 
that Sir Lionel Carden w’ould pro­ 
tect them. 
Tuesday night every man In the 
American colony, including the cor­ 
respondents, went to the embassy and 
prepared 275 rifles and two ma­ 
chine guns for use. 
They were in 
the basement, and all were brought 
out, tested and found to be ready.

Vera Cruz Troops Rage 
Enroute to Vera Cruz, our train 
came upon the federal army which 
fled from Vera Cruz and I talked 
with the Mexican 
soldiers.

were wild with anger and declared 
they would return soon and “wipe 
out the Americans.” 
‘ The Americans fired before we 
expected,” the troopers said, as they 
related the story of the landing, their 
hatred for the American sailors in­ 
creasing with every repeated detail. 
“We carried fifteen cannon away 
with us,” the soldiers told me. “and 
will 
soon be ready to return 
and 
drive out the gringo invaders.” 
Try to Arrest Shepherd 
I took a photograph of the re­ 
treating troops and at the next 
station, within two miles of the 
American lines, our train was 
held up by the federal soldiers 
for four hours. 
The officer in 
command demanded that I be 
taken from the train. 
“Mr. Britisher, I believe yon 
have deceived us,” the officer 
declared as he insisted upon my 
arrest.

TO MAKE MILITIA 
REGULARS BY LAW 
IS EFFEC TS BILL 


Measure Will Soon Reach 
President Providing New 
Oath Pledging World­ 
wide Service 


ARMY STARTS TODAY 
FROM GALVESTON TO 
AID BADGER’S NARINES 


GALVESTON, Tex., April 24.—The movement of 
the regular army of the United States into Mexico be­ 
gan early today w hen General Funston’s command pro­ 
ceeded to embark on transports for Vera Cruz. The ves­ 
sels sail as fast as loaded, and by daylight 
tomorrow, 
morning a formidable force will be on its way to the aid 
of Admiral Badger's marines. 
The forces to embark are: The Fifth infantry brigade, Sixth caval­ 
ry, Fourth field artillery and a battalion of engineers. 
Four transports will convey all but the cavalry, which will be tak­ 
en on two vessels chartered by the government, upon 
which 
stalls for 
horses are being rigged this afterno on. 
Shortly before six o'clock the T wenty-eighth infantry, 
the first to 
leave camp at Fort Crockett, swung on board the transport Kilpatrick, 
From that time on, for several hou rs there was a never ending stream 
of khaki clad soldiers streaming up the gangways to 
quarters 
below 
decks. 
Huge bonfires blazed in the camp, where the troops burned debris 
and equipment that could not be taken along, and when the Twenty- 
eighth deployed onto the sea wall bo ulevard, the band playing the tradi­ 
tional “The Girl I Left Behind Me.” 
The Nineteenth followed, then the Fourth and Seventh, with Compa­ 
ny R, Engineers, the last to move. 
, 
The Fifth brigade embarked as follows: 
Twenty-eighth infantry on McClellan; Seventh on Kilpatrick; Niaa> 
teenth on Sumner; Fourth on the Meade. The Kilpatrick is brigade head­ 
quarters and also division headqua rters for the embarkation, 
carrying 
Funston and Tither high officers. 
Th e destroyers Reid, Flusser and Pres­ 
ton will accompany the transports. A ll will be out of this port by dark, 
say the officers, probably sailing abo ut four o’clock.

WASHINGTON, April 24.— A bill 
reorganizing the militia and placing \ 
it directly under the authority of j 
the president and war department of j 
the United States, now in the sen -! 
ate, is expected to go to the presi- 
dent for his signature within a few j 
hours. 
The essential features of the 
bill are as follows: 
The oath of enlistment enjarg- 
ed to include a pledge of service 
as a volunteer in or out of the 
country at any time in case of 
war. 
Requirement 
that 
to be ac­ 
cepted regiment’s quota of en­ 
listed men be in proportion to 
number of officers, as per spe­ 
cifications of war department for 
regulars. 
Conferring additional super­ 
vision over militia in times of 
peace upon the war department. 


As a large 
majority of the full 
quota of militia 
companies of the 
National guard is already filled with 
men enlisted under the old form of 
oath, the law will not be fully op­ 
erative at present, but it will 
take 
care of new enlistments and render 


all militiamen enlisted after its pas­ 
sage subject at any time to a call for 
federal service at home or abroad. 
Adj. Gen. Orlando Holway, in an 
interview to day, explained the meth­ 
od of entering the national service 
where the troops are called upon to 
cross the nation’s boundaries. 
The procedure was followed in t he 
Spanish American war. 
The com 
pany is assembled, 
and 
formally 
mustered out of service. 
Then the 
captain or mustering officer gives 
the command. 
“Company ---------- raise your right 
hands.” 
The oath ushering the company, 
as a body, into the volunteer army 
for world-wide service is then ad­ 
ministered. 
May Vote On It 
Whether, 
after the 
process 
of 
mustering out is completed, an in­ 
dividual member of the company can 
decline to take the oath for volun­ 
teer service, is in dispute, owing to 
conflicting decisions, is in dipute, ow- 
adffuncAdsao.

The 
point is covered by the method of 
preceding the mustering in and out 
by a vote of the company, in which 
a three-fourths 
majority

herd, staff correspondent

United Press at Mexico City, who at 
3:10 p. rn. (Eastern t ime) Tuesday, 
more than four hours ahead of any 
other newspapermen, gave 
to 
the 
world the news that American ma­ 
rines had landed in Vera Cruz, and 
that the opening fight of the second 
war with 
Mexico 
was 
on. 
The 
achievement, which resulted in the 
state department at Washington get­ 
ting its first news of the battle of 
Vera Cruz from the United Press, 
will go down in newspaper history 
as one of the greatest “scoops” of 
the generation. 
Used Private Cod© 
The beat was made possible, de­ 
spite the Mexican censorship which 
for all other newspaper men was air 
tight, by resort to a simple private 
code employed by Shepherd and the 
New York office of the United Press. 
An innocent appearing message, rel­ 
ative to the shipment of some pho­ 
tographic films, addressed by Shep­ 
herd to a private address in 
New 
York did the trick, and while the 
correspondents of the other 
news 
agencies and newspapers In Mexico 
City were fuming over their Inabil­ 
ity to get their dispatches past the 
censor, United Press papers the coun. 
try over were printing the news of 
the landing 
and 
attacking 
Vera 
Cruz. 
During this time rival agen­ 
cies w*ere seeking to discredit the 
story. 
Hours before any rival agency had 
succeeded in getting a word or in­ 
formation through a second 
code 
message came through 
from Shep­ 
herd giving the first details of the 
actual fighting and of the course 
pursued by Admiral Fletcher’s land­ 
ing party. This second message was 
later supplemented by 
a 
message 
from Vdra Cruz directly, where for 
several hours previous the resident 
correspondent of the 
United Press 
and all other 
correspondents 
had 
been trying in vain to get a mes­ 
sage past the censor. 
Shepherd’s scoop, closely follow­ 
ing his almost equally important on© 
of last week— w’hen he made the ex­ 
clusive announcement 
that Huerta 
was going deliberately to force the 
United States to intervene— was the 
fifth beat scored by the United Press 
in six days, the other three events 
being the sending of the battleship 
fleet to Tampico, the attempted as­ 
sassination of Mayor Mitchel of New 
York, and President Wilson’s 
now 
famous “Until 6 p. m. Sunday” ul­ 
timatum.’*

He is still in the mall or­ 
der business, and he still believes in 
“pitiless 
publicity.” 
Consequently 
every letter that he sends out bears 
a little poster, asking the recipient 
to write his congressman in favor of 
the Lindquist bill. 
More than a mil­ 
lion ot the flyers have gone out over 
the land to date, and a day never 
passes without 
some 
congressman 
coming to Lindquist to beg him to 
cut out this plan. 
“Get the democrats to do some­ 
thing with my bill, and ITI let up,” 
he calmly replies. 
But this explana­ 
tion hasn't let light into the reason 
for the “sample room’’ effect of his 
office. 
When he began to agitate for the 
benefit of the American clothes wear­ 
ers, Lindquist found out some things 
that even with his wide experience, 
proved to be startling. Silk goods 
loaded with 
tin 
solution— leather 
made out of cotton— silk socks made 
of gun cotton—those and other de­ 
ceptions practiced every day in the 
year made him sit up and take no­ 
tice. 
He remarked to a caller a few 
days ago: 
“Look at this shoe.” The counter 
was cut away. “Thai’s a paper coun­ 
ter,” he remarked. “ As soon as it 
gets wet, the rear of the shoe is 
gone.” 
Then he proceeded to dissect it. 
The heel was made of “leatherine” 
or some such substitute. That shoe 
commanded good prices in the mar­ 
ket and enjoyed a good reputation, 
but taken at its face value it wasn’t 
worth more than about one dollar. 
Next Lindquist flashed a piece of 
beautiful green “silk.” 
“Just poke 
your finger into that,” he remarked. 
The finger went through the article 
like paper. He explained that the 
goods were “loaded” with a tin so­ 
lution which cheapened the product 
and made it wear out fast although 
the wearer had to pay regular silk 
prices. 
Lastly he produced a bolt 
of “silk.* “That’s gun cotton,” he 
explained. “That is what a lot of silk 
hose are made from.” These were 
just a few of his exhibits. 
“I feel that with a law such as I 
propose, the American people could 
live more cheaply than they do now,” 
he said, “lf they wanted these sbod- 
dy goods they could get them at 
shoddy prices, instead of the fancy 
rates they now gay, and If they want­ 
ed real wool, real leather, real silk, 
they could have them for the rates 
that generally prevail for adulterat­ 
ed goods. But at any rate, they’d get 
what they paid for.’* 
In conclusion, Lindquist said that 
if the bill ever comes out of its dem­ 
ocratic hiding place, it will be fought 
by a real lobby. 
He showed letters 
and trade 
paper clippings, demon­ 
strating that the wholesale and re­ 
tail clothiers are bitterly opposed to 
a law which would force them to la­ 
bel their goods with a definite state­ 
ment of the contents, and indicating 
that they would fight such legUla- 
iUoa lo a fiolalL.

WASHINGTON, April 24.— “Baby 
hygiene.” the care and bringing up 
of Infants, and other similar matters 
were discussed today at the second 
day s sessions of the National con­ 
gress of 
Mothers’ 
and 
Parents’ 
'Teachers’ association. One speaker 
asserted that lack of knowledge of 
baby hygiene, means the sacrificing 
of 300,000 babies annually. 
It was pointed out that every neg- 
ected, wrongly treated 
child 
be­ 
comes a menace to the state; that 
neglected childhood exists wherever 
the principles of successful child na­ 
ture and child treatment are not un­ 
derstood, and that the future of ev­ 
ery nation rests on comprehensive, 
well considered provisions for the 
care of children. 
With 
parental 
knowledge of baby hygiene, it was 
declared, the mortality can be reduc­ 
ed seventy-five per cent, and the 
number of children sent to reforma­ 
tories, prisons and similar institu­ 
tions reduced to the minimum.

“ DAMAGED GOODS’* 
Richard Bennett and the origlna 
New York company of co-workers 
come to the La Crosse theater on 
Monday night, April 27. in Eugene 
Brieux’s great 
sociological drama 
“Damaged Goods,’ which has created 
wider interest than any other play 
produced 
on 
the American stage 
within the last decade. The New York 
Times has described it as the play 
which Initiates a new epoch of civi­ 
lization. 
’Damaged Goods” is a powerful 
purpose drama aud deals with a sub­ 
ject of the social evil and its related 
“social diseases,” subjects hitherto 
considered tabooed not only for the 
stage but for 
the 
pulpit and the 
press, but the sincerity and startling 
frankness of Its treatment and the 
earnestness with which Mr. Bennett 
and his co-workers interpret Brieux’s 
play, rob it of all unhealthy sensa­ 
tionalism and cause it to be accept­ 
ed as a profound moral lesson.

One striker was shot in a battle in 
the streets of Walsenburg last night. 
The liRt of known dead in the Lud­ 
low district, where the miners* tent 
colony was burned has grown 
to 
twenty-nine and it is believed by op­ 
erators that at least a score or more 
strikers and guards lie dead in the 
fields over which the fighting raged 
yesterday. 
Scores are wounded. 
Shortly after midnight the spe­ 
cial troop train reached Walsenburg 
Junction, where horses were unload­ 
ed. 
It was planned to proceed 
to 
Walsenburg under a cavalry guard, 
there detrain and march to Trinidad 
and Ludlow. 
The indications early today were 
that the serious fighting of

would rage in and 
around Walsen­ 
burg. The women and children there 
are being placed in protection cel­ 
lars.

lish and wrote about it. 
The Mail 
hit pretty solidly at the secret of Am- j 
erican success in the sport field when \ 
it said:

“ It is the spirit of foresight, per- J 
severance,and minute attention to de- j 
tails that has brought American vic­ 
tory in so many and such varied J 
cranches of sport, and it is precise­ 
ly this spirit we in Britain, as a rule, 
lack, as we are as deliberately casual 
as our foreign, especially American 
competitors are deliberately careful, 
in that they bring to these interna­ 
tional 
contests 
extra 
keenness, 
stronger desire to win, and sounder 
and more scientific habit of insurance 
against risks and far greater readi­ 
ness to submit to necessary trouble 
and discipline.’* 
“Thoroughness” is the watchword 
in American sports. 
In baseball the 
game has developed until the master 
mind with an inferior club may lead 
a better team with inferior leader­ 
ship. 
It is the attention to detail, 
the careful planning of attack and 
defense that wins ball games, as well 
as the slugging of the batsmen and 
the w'ork in the field. 
In track and field 
sports, 
look 
back over the strides that have been J 
made during the past ten years. Rec­ 
ords have constantly been lowered, 
due as much to “form" as to the de­ 
velopment of a higher type of ath­ 
lete. 
Not many years ago hurdlers 
were topping the sticks by “taking 
off" from the left 
foot 
and 
then 
gracefully curling the right leg with 
a band at the knee as the hurdle 
was cleared. 
The 
runner cleared 
the hurdle by several inches. 
Then 
Kraenzlein introduced 
the “split.** 
Instead of wasting time In sailing 
gracefully over the hurdle, the right 
leg was lifted forward and upward 
straight out. 
Extra effort was put 
in the take off, but not so that the 
hurdle would be cleared with inch­ 
es to spare. 
The clearing of the 
hurdle has now been “ boiled down" 
| until the fastest men make It what 
is little more than a long, high step. 
In all running the arms have been 
brought more into play. 
It is rec­ 
ognized that a man especially a sprin­ 
ter, may run with his arms almost 
as much as with 
his* legs. 
The 
straight up and down “pumping” of 
the arms, bent at the elbow' by which 
the sprinted lofts himself along, cou­ 
pled with up and down action and 
“reaching" with legs has clipped sec­ 
onds off every record. 
It is long 
since you have 
seen even a high 
school runner kicking his heels up 
in back. 
It is now a case of reach 
forward, life the knees 
high, 
and 
avoid every lost motion. 
Commenting further on the lack 
of attention to details by the Eng­ 
lish. the Daily Mail said: “The con­ 
sequence is that w'e rarely turn a po­ 
tentially first-rate man into an ac­ 
tually first rate man." That is where 
this country now shines at its best. 
The training methods, the years of 
study which have been 
given 
the 
various sports by the men interested 
in them, have brought out ‘'form"— 
the result 
of superior 
training— 
which makes a trained man of me­ 
diocre ability better than a man of 
great native ability but no training, 
and lifts the man of natural ability 
from the class of the ordinary per­ 
formers to that of the record hold­ 
ers.

Next Lindquist flashed a piece of 
beautiful green “ silk.”

The finger went through the article 
like paper. He explained that the 
goods were “ loaded” with a tin so­ 
lution which cheapened the product 
and made it wear out fast although 
the wearer had to pay regular silk 
prices. 
Lastly he produced a bolt 
of “ silk.’ “ T h a t’s gun cotton.” he 
explained. “ That is what a lot of silk 
hose are made from.” These were 
just a few’ of his exhibits. 
“ I feel that with a law such as I

“ DAMAGED GOODS” 
Richard Bennett and the original 
New’ York company of co-workers I 
come to the La Crosse theater on 
Monday night, April 2 7, in Eugene 
Brieux's great 
sociological drama, 
“ Damaged Goods,’ which has created 
wider interest than any other r e ­ 
produced 
on 
the American stage 
within the last, decade. The New York 
Time* has described it as the play 
which initiates a new epoch of civi­ 
lization. 
‘Damaged Goods” is a powerful 
purpose dram a and deals with a sub­ 
ject of the social evil aud its related 
“social diseases,” subjects hitherto 
considered tabooed not only for the 
stage but for 
the 
pulpit and the 
press, but the sincerity and startling 
frankness of its treatm ent and the 
earnestness with which Mr. Bennett 
and his co-workers interpret Brieux’s 
play, rob it of all unhealthy sensa­ 
tionalism and cause it to be accept­ 
ed as a profound moral lesson. 
Th© story concerns a young man 
who is about to be married. He goes 
to his physician for an examination 
and learns th at he is afflicted with 
a terrible blood taint; he is warned 
that marriage would be a crime but 
the young egotist insists upon the 
ceremony, not only because he loves 
the girl but because he needs her 
dowry. In the second act the happy 
home of the young man is revealed 
to the audience. Dupont is jubilant 
over the arrival of a daughter. Al­ 
most immediately, however, the pall 
of the great red plague settles down 
upon them. 
The baby has been vis­ 
ited with the sins of the father. In 
a scene of pitiful tragedy, the young 
man 
realizes the enormity of his 
crime against his innocent wife and 
helpless child. 
Eugene Brieux, the author, has 
been called by many the “ Ibsen of 
France,” but the comparison is inept 
for Ibsen only show-s the gloomy side 
of life, while Brieux is an optimist. 
In the third aet 
of 
“ Damaged 
Goods” he holds out hope for the fu­ 
ture, not only hope for the persons 
of his play, but for humanity as a 
whole, so th at the audience leaves 
the theater stirred to action in an 
effort to stamp out a great social 
evil.
